Pbktoua, May 6.— The Tolksraad 
(iMarltement of the Tnuisraal) was 

opened yesterday by President Krnger. 
Unnsnal interest was taken in the pro- 
ceediiiKR ii» view of tin- recent disclos- 
nres made by the publication of tho 
telegrams exchanged between Cecil 
Rhodes, then premier of Cape Colony, 
•ad otiien who took laore or 1ms iin> 
portant parts in the Jameson raid in the 
territory of the Boer republic. 

Tho town was crowded with Bners, 
many of whom liad ridden hundreds of 
miles in order to be present here wlien 
the volksraad reassembled, as its pres- 
ent session is looked upon as being one 
of the most iinportaiit in the history of 
the little rennl.lic. Numbers of these 
sturdy, lighting; farmers came here dnys 
ago in order to lu ing their influence t-o 
bear upon members of tlie executive 
council in tlie hope of brin^'iiipr about 
the mitij;ati()n, if i:(jt tlie entire com- 
mutation of the sentences of the con- 
victed leaders of the Johannesburg xe- 
fom oommittee. 




rRBSIDEXT KRDGEB. 

3t is useless to deny that the publica- 
tion of the series of ineriiiiinatint,' tel- 
giiims has i)ut a decided dumper uixin 
tlu^ etl'orfs of the Hoers to lessen th'> 
punishment of the prisoners, but it is 
said much may dejxMid upon the action 
of the British government toward Cecil 
Rhodes, Alfred Boit, the director of tho 
British South African company, who 
took such an important part in organiz- 
ing the raids, and towai'd the company 
itself, to say nothing of the punishment 
whicli may be meted out to Dr. Jame- 
bon and his immediate associates. John 
Hays Hammond, the convicted Ameri- 
can engineer, will, however, be more 
lenient^ dealt with than his fellow - 
prisoners, in view of the fact tliat ho 
WM opposed to actual rebellion against 
the Transvaal authorities. 

The Tidnity of the parliament build- 
lag was crowded by a picturesque gath- 
enagof Boers long before the noor set 
for tne opening of its proceedings, and 
warm, indeed, were the commendations 
nissed upon the diplomacy of "Oom 
ntd" who has so cleverly outwitted the 
British seoretaiy of colonies from first 
to last, and who is now so completely 
master of the situation that be towers 
head and shoulders over everybody and 
everything connected with South Af- 
rica. 

The president in his speech said, in 
brief that the recent events due to 
"malevoleiico and selfish objects" had 
seriously interrnpt<'d the rest and peace 
of tlie South African republic, adding: 
"It has ever been niy wish to promote 
the develojuneiit and jn-ospei ty of the 
republic in the most peaceable manner 
possible. I am firmly convinced that 
it is your sincere wish to co operate 
with me in this policy, and that j'ou 
exjKiCt with the fullest inntidence, tlnit 
this session of the volksraad will con- 
tributes in uo small manner to tho res- 
toration of pence in this state, in order 
that, through our united co-op<'ration, 
our country may flourish and piosjjer 
for tho bcnetit of all." 

Tho presiiieiit tlien touchtnl upon the 
foreign relations of the South African 
republic, the most delicate and eagerly 
anticipated portion of the speecli, say- 
ing: "In spite of past troubles, the re- 
public continues tu maintain frimidly 
relations with foreign powers." 

This subject was there significantly 
dropped, and the president turned to 
the relations between tho South Afri- 
can repubUo and its sister republic, the 
Urange Free State, remaikiug: "I 
hope that a meeting between repre- 
■sntattves of the Urange Free State and 
representatives of tho South African i-o- 
pnolic will shortly bo held, and that 
plans fur a close onion between tho 
twooonntriM will be di.scussed." 

This atteranoe of President Krnger 
WM kxdnd qpon m confirming the re- 
port that negotiations have for some 
mae pMt beenoa foot for aa alliance, 
offeasiTe aad defensive, between the 
Sonth AiMoan republic aad th* Otmage 
Free State, looking to relisting any at- 
tempt upon the part of QtMt Britain 
to interfere ia th* MmMl ■Ain of 
tither country.

THE CASANOVA OUTRAGE. 

A .ciNter of the C'liltan Tell* a Thrilling 
Sti>ry. 

New Yobx,, May 0.— Tha Herald says 
Mrs. Bmflia Oasuova de Ylllaverde, 

sister of Pedro Ca.sanoTa, the American 
citizen whose servants were shot near 
San Miguel de Cuba after the Spanish 
column had raided the residence, was 
seen at her home in this city latt iright 
Mrs. Villaverde is neariy ptMtrated 
witii anxie^for her bvotiMr'a safety 
and has sent the foUowlas taloflum to 
President Cleveland: 

"My brother, Pedro Casanova, and 
family are American citizens. My 
nephew, Julio Vidal, is a native boiii 
Auwrican. They hu?e been trampled 
on, their house sacked, their servants 
shot and their lives threatened by Span 
ish trorijis ill San Miguel de Cuiia. .\s 
an American citizen, I <leiuand immedi 
ate protection by tlie United^ StatM flv 
their lives and propeity." 

To a reporter sh(s said: "I read with 
horror ami indignation the account of 
the l;ist outiaf^e perpetrated by the 
Spanish troops in .San Mi;^uel. To 
ni<,'ht a letter came from my sister, in 
Havana, which tells me of tho awful 
details and contirms tho report in every 
particular. My brother, although born 
in Cuba, became un American citizen 
in bs;()0, and lias made his home in New 
York city since. Owning lurge estates 
at San Jliguel ho has quite naturally 
spent the winter months in Cuba, where 
he could look after his interests on the 
island. 

"He served many years in tho Sev- 
enth regiment, Company K, of tho N 
Y. N. O., receiving an honorable dis- 
charge. Being an American citizen in 
the true sense of the word he did not 
wish to take any part in the present 
struggle in Cuba, but remained there 
later than usual this spring, hoping to 
save his property from OMtmotion. He 
was known to every one m an Ameri 
can, and WM respected m sooh hj the 
iusugents. 

"Word WM brought me by aa officer 
of the Ward liae steamertwhioh has 
just arrived, that General Weyler had 
ordered my brother and his family to 
leave the island. If this be true he will 
probably leave for New York by tho 
next steamer."

New York, May 6. — Preparations are 
under way in Newark, N. J., to send a 
filibustering p;irty to Cuba. It is stated 
that from ?."> to KK) men have been al 
ready enlisted, most of whom are war 
Veterans. Por some time pMt the work 
of enlisting men has been going on and 
some of those who have un(l(irtakon to 
go to Cuba are residents of New York 
city. The move will bo aiadelathe 
near future. 

The steamer which is to convey the 
party will carry a'large stock of arms 
and ammunition, and, it wM rumored, 
would sail from Perth Amboy. At that 
place, however, inquiry failed to dldt 
any information ia regard to tho p«o- 
powd expedition. 

STILL UNORGA NIZED, l/gf 

Tha MathodlaS Cenr. mnrt- Nut u«Mly to 
Tntniact itiMincsH. 

Clevel.^M). MayO.— The fourth day's 
session of tho Methodist general conf er 
ence saw that great religiow body still 
unorganized for the transaction of busi 
ness. The debate on the eligibility of 
the wona-n dele,L,Mtrs oc cupied the en- 
tire daj', and so fai- as the si)eakers are 
concerned, tln-re is no evidence of a de- 
sire to bring tho discussion to a close. 

The lay delegates met at So'olook and 
heard reports m>m their committee of 
10 appointed to consider the question 
extending the term of pMtorate. One 
report, signed by General Rnsling of 
New Jersey, recommended that in ex- 
ceptional oasM miaistors Blight be ooB- 
tinued in the pMtoratM iudeflniteiy. 
A second opposed any change in the 
rule regarding the time limit, stating 
as a reason that very often ministers re- 
mained too long in churches. 

An amendment was offered by a dele- 
gate, providing f(jr an extension of time 
by a tiyee-fourths vote of all adult 
mombers of the church at quarterly 
conference, and the recommendntion of 
all the presiding elders of the di^-irirt. 
Both of the reports and the aiiienduient 
also were tabled. A resolution recom- 
mending that the jieriod of probation be 
changed from si.x months tO tlUPM 
months was also talilod. 

The Seventh district confiTenie. 
which inchules .Michigan, Indiana and 
the Le.\ingt(jn conference of Kentucky, 
met yesterday and adojited a resolution 
declaring th.it the ri;;hts of church 
members should be recognized in choos- 
ing repie.sentatives. The discu.ssion 
was along the line that the jire.sent 
nioili' of proceeduro was not democratic, 
a|)iiointiiig jiower being too generally 
vested la the ministry.

Hammond, Ind., May 6.— A suit luw 
been began in the olrcnit court of ^is 
sounty that has for its object the pre- 
vention of further running racing in 
this neighborhood this yeai'.

Judge (iilU'tt did not think that thi 
petition was spocific enough as to tin 
ownership, and refuse<l to grant a tern- 
l)orary injunction, but it was agreed 
that he should enter an order re<iuiring 
the defendant U) ajjpear bi'fon! u no 
tary publics at Crown I'oint next Satur- 
da}-, and testify as to tiie ownership of 
the tracks. It is the impression of the 
attorneys of this city that if the de- 
fendants testify next Saturday that the 
tracks are owned and operated by sep 
arat(^ and distinct organizations, that 
will end the flght and rodag will oon 

tine. I 

This is what the deft'ndaiits will at 
temjjf to prove, and in support of that 
statement will introduce the leases for 
the three tracks which are made to sep 
arato persons. They expect to show 
that whilo tho track ollicials are tlie 
same at all the tracks, they an* merely 
emj)loyes working for different jx'ople. 

Attorney Jolin B. Peterson, tor tlie 
defendants, promised to have all the 
persons iiuerested in the three tracks at 
Crown Point Saturday, and if tho ex 
aminatiou is not completed that day it 
will be continned from day to day until 
all the persons have been examined.

PERJDRED HIMSELF. 

Startling Disclosures in the 
Scott Jackson Trial. 



THE GREATEST SENSATION TET. 

Detective SeivHrcl /\ckiiowlfilj;cit Tliat He 
ManuAMtared Kvidenee For the Defeaee 
aad That Everything That Trnste Teatl- 
fld to Wan I'alne — The Ili-ri-n«e C'Ioms 
and the Ileliiittitl Teat Iiiidii.v ileglin. 

CiNCiKNATi, May G.— The greatest 
wnsation yet developed in the Scott 

Jackson trial for the murder of I'eail 
Hryan was brought out at noon Tues- 
day. It seems that after com t ad- 
journed Monday evening D<'tective 
Seward sent for Colonel Nelson and 
asked him for a conference. Colonel 
Nelson replied that he would see Sew- 
ard at the noon recess TueSdiiy. 

Accorilingl.v, Seward went to Colonel 
Nelson's oilice at noon Tin sihiy and con- 
fessed that he had manufactured evi- 
dence for the defense, lie also admitted 
that be had coached tho witness Truste, 
aud that everything he testified to was 
false. 

Seward begged Colonel Nelson not to 
prosecute him, and it is said even got on 
his knees and begged for forgiveness. 
Colonel Nelson will not admit that 
Seward got on his knees, but he admits 
that he made a confession and acknow- 
ledged that the witness Trnste perjured 
himself. 

Colonel Nelson has not yet decided 
what to do with regard to Seward. 

The flnt witness called was W. L. 
Forimeyer. He said: "I know Mr. 
Herbert Schwartz. I remember him 
talking with me about the story that 
John Foster had told him. I did not 
say to him that it was strange that if 
these parties came to the ferry that 
they did not come into my store. 1 did 
not s;iy that they dnl not come into my 
store — that I had not seen tiii lu.'' 

The next witness was .hjim Foster. 
"1 do not know Herl ert Schwart/. Kii- 
([uirer reportei'. 1 do not romemlier 
talking to .Mr. Schwartz about t he two 
pri.soners. 1 did not describe the two 
men to him. " 

Colonel (.'rawfonl then read a num- 
ber of depositions, .'^oine of them re- 
lated to Will WoikI, saying tliat his 
character was I'ad and his reput.itioii 
for truth and veracity was bad in and 
around CJreencastle, Ind.; also th.it 
.Scott Jack.son's reputation was ijood. 
Allen .lohnson's reputation wasalsoat* 
tacki'd by several depositions. 

The defense then annoonood that 

they rested the case. 

In rebuttal the prosecution introduced 
John \V. White, of Danville, Ky., and 
W. L. Mr-i'arthy of King.sville, Ky.. 
who t sii.ie l Jthat Truste. Sr.. and 
S< W.ird were brother-in-law. .McCarthy 
said that Trnste's character was not 
good at Kiiigsville. 

Ed Mosby, James Smith and John 
Lee, members of tho colored Caldwell 
guards said that the guards did drill on 
the Friday night that Cieorge Jackson 
said that they ilid. This was contrary 
to their depositions but each claimed 
they did not know what they were 
doing when the depositions were taken. 

William Beasley, William Robinson 
and several other members of the Cald- 
well guards testified that the gnards did 
drill on the Friday night and corrobo- 
rated George Jackson in his story. 

W. D. Collins, u barkeeper at Theo- 
bald's saloon on Fifth street, testified 
that Scott Jackson borrowed |1 from 
him dturing the hist week in January 
and returuod tho money nt 7 o'clock of 
the morning the headless body was 
found. Jackson's testimony was that 
he did not arise antil 10 o'clock that 
day. 

John L. Jones of Toledo testified that 
he had b(>en arrested in Hamilton for 
prize fighting an<l was defended by 
Morey. Andrews & 5Ioroy. This oou- 
firms -Mien .lohnson's story. 

Couit then adjourned.
